; Catholicism. Why have to wait till 1950 and travel to Rome in order 
| to obtain “indulgence and pardon of all punishment due for sins,” 
as Pope Pius XII recently proclaimed ? Simply because it is Pope Pius 
XII, a man, who claims he can thus grant indulgence and pardon. 


When God, however, acts toward the sinner, pardon is direct, in- 
‘stant and complete: “Therefore being justified by faith, we have 
| peace with God through our Lord Jesus Christ: By whom also we 
have access by faith unto this grace wherein we stand, and rejoice 


in hope of the glory of God” (Rom. 5:1, 2). 


All that is required is the yielding now to Christ, to receive in- 
stantly and freely, in any place whatever, the gift of salvation com-

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aT. MOST SENSATIONAL 

REPORT ever to come out of 

the Vatican was the announce- 

ment in a special dispatch to 
the N. Y. Times of last August 22, 
that what are believed to be the bones 
of the Apostle Peter have been dis- 
covered in a crypt below the main al- 
tar in St. Peter's. 

The story was related by the Times’ 
special correspondent, Camille M. Ci- 
anfarra, although he stated that all 
who knew about the alleged discovery 
were bound by an oath of secrecy not 
to confirm or deny it. Only Pope Pius 
XII and half a dozen high Vatican 
officials were reported as knowing the 
secret. But as is usual with news items 
from Vatican sources, confusion was 
created the following day by an AP 
dispatch from Rome quoting another 
Vatican source which described the 
story as a “fantasy.” 

For several months previous, Pope 
Pius XII had been hinting of such a 
discovery, and an official announce- 
ment of it was expected to be made 
at the inauguration of the ‘Holy Year’ 
which opens on Christinas Eve. 

For nearly 1500 years, the Roman 
Catholic Church has been claiming 
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that Peter, “Prince of the Apostles,” 
had been the first Pope and Bishop of 
Rome, that he founded the Romafi 
Church and was martyred in Rome 
under the Emperor Nero and buried 
in Rome under Vatican Hill. There § 
no proof of this from the New Testa 
ment, which, however, tells of Pauls 
journeys to Rome and Peter's minis 
try among “the strangers scattered 
throughout Pontus, Galatia, Cappa 
docia, Asia, and Bithynia’ (1 Peter 
1). Exhaustive searches by archeolo 
gists have been made in vain down the 
centuries to find even one inscription 
in the Catacombs and other ruins of 
ancient places in Rome that would in 
dicate that Peter at least visited Rome. 

Now comes the announcement that 
his bones had been resting all through 
the centuries in a plain burial urn less 
than twenty feet below the pavement 
of St. Peter's. Since the discovery, thé 
bones are said to be closely guarded by 
the Pope himself in a private chapel 
next to his study. 

There is no doubt that if sufficient 
evidence is produced to make this dis 
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i. seem genuine, a great victory 


will be claimed by the Roman Catho- 
igChurch—one of the greatest in its 
story. Bones and relics have always 
fen an important part of the stock- 
igttade of the Roman Catholic re- 
jon. But till now, no relic was had 
St. Peter, who is,claimed to be the 
gander and first pope of the Roman 


ftholic Church. Whether or not these 


E the bones of St. Peter, they will 
qvide a great attraction to pilgrims 
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1950, and increase the number of de- 
yout Roman Catholics who will make 
the pilgrimage to Rome next year to 
se and venerate them. 

This alleged discovery will also be 
made a challenge to Protestant schol- 
as, and there will be much disputa- 
tion and argument back and forth. 
Volumes will be written to deny and 
confirm the claims made, but nothing 
certain will ever be concluded. 

But after all, what do some bones 
matter? The important thing is, does 
the Church of Rome teach the same 
Gospel that Peter taught? The New 


TO LIVE IS CHRIST 


Testament contains (in the Acts and 
in Peter's own two epistles) what the 
Apostle Peter taught about Christ and 
salvation. Succession from Peter 
should thus be claimed, not by those 
who say they have discovered his 
bones, but by those who teach the full 
Gospel as he did—the Evangelical 
teaching of salvation by grace through 
faith. “For Christ also hath once suf- 
fered for sins, the just for the unjust, 
that he might bring us to God” (I Pet. 
3:18). 
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CHRIST is the solace of our life. All our true joys come from Him; and in times 
of trouble, His presence is our consolation. There is nothing worth living for but 
Him; and His loving kindness is better than life! Christ is the object of our life.

‘Purgatory Month’ 


OVEMBER is called the Month 
of the Holy Souls, or ‘Purgatory 
Month,’ in the Roman Catholic 
Church. Masses are offered in great 
quantity this month, and appeals made 
to the people to remember their dead 
friends and relatives in Purgatory. It 
is believed that these souls suffer great 
torment in the flames of Purgatory, 
that they cannot help themselves. any 
more, and can look only to their 
friends on earth to shorten or amelior- 
ate their pains. 

This un-Christian doctrine of Pur- 
gatory is based on the distinction made 
in Roman Catholic theology between 
the guilt of sin and punishment for 
sin. The Catholic people are taught 
that the priest in confession can for- 
give them only the guilt of their sins, 
and that they themselves must suffer 
or make up for the punishment due to 
them. There is no Scriptural proof for 
such a distinction, for we are assured 
in I John 1:7 that, “The blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin.” 

Nor is the distinction logical even 
according to human reasoning. It 
would be unfair to forgive a criminal 
the guilt of his crime and still send 
him to prison to expiate for it. But 
the main thing to remember is that 
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we are here dealing with God’s meng 
to sinful man, according to the ful 
fillment of His promise of a Saviow 
whose work must be complete. Nev 
was such perfect forgiveness known) 
before. The mind of man could n 
reason to it. It would be incredible ie 
we not God's word for it, that He no 
only forgives, but forgets sin. “Am 
their sins and iniquities will I re 
ber no more” (Heb. 10:17). “Thay 
wilt cast all their sins into the dep 
of the sea’ (Micah 7:19). : 

But Purgatory is essential to th 
whole work of the Roman Catho 
priesthood. For if it were taught that

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About Purgatory 


ARDINAL BELLARMINE, an 
outstanding theologian of the 
Roman Catholic Church, was canon- 
ined a ‘saint’ by the late Pope Pius XI. 
But what this great Roman Catholic 
theologian taught about the cruel tor- 
fures in Purgatory that even the best 
of Catholics have to undergo after they 
die, makes terrifying reading. 

In the first place, Cardinal Bellar- 
mine (in accord with official Roman 
Catholic teaching) taught that the 
punishment in Purgatory is the same 
as in Hell; that it is the same fire that 
burns lost souls in Hell. “The situ- 
ation of Purgatory in which the souls 
ate cleansed,”” he says, “is adjacent to 
that in which the damned are punish- 
ed.” He then adds: ‘‘Almost all theo- 
logians teach that the damned and the 
souls in Purgatory are in the same 
oe and are tortured in the same 

"e 

The Cardinal gives many illustra- 
tions of the terrifying tortures of Pur- 
gatory. He tells of the following in- 
ddent in the life of St. Christina, by 
Gantepratensis, an author, he says, of 
high repute. He tells how St. Christina 
died, but was afterward returned to 
life, and in the presence of many wit- 
nesses tells of her experiencés in Pur- 
fatory in the following words:

THERE’S A GREAT DIFFERENCE 


“Immediately as I departed from the 
body, my soul was received by ministers 
of light and angels of God, and con- 
ducted to a dark and horrid place, filled 
with the souls of men. The torments 
which I there witnessed, are so dread- 
ful, that to attempt to describe them 
would be utterly vain; and there I be- 
held not a few who had been known to 
me while alive. ~ 


“Greatly concerned for their hopeless 
state, I asked what place it was, think- 
ing it was hell; but I was told that it 
was purgatory, where are kept those, 
who in their life had repented indeed 
of their sins, but had not paid the pun- 
ishment due for them. I was next taken 
to see the torments of hell, where also 
I recognized some of my former ac- 
quaintances upon earth. Afterwards, I 
was translated to Paradise, even to the 
throne of the Divine Majesty; and when 
I saw the Lord congratulating me, I 
was beyond measure rejoiced, conclud- 
ing of course, that I should hencefor- 
ward dwell with him for evermore. 


“But he presently said to me—‘In very 
deed, my sweetest daughter, here you 
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shall be with me, but for the present I 
offer you your choice: Will you stay 
for ever with me now? or will you re- 
turn to the earth, and there in your 
mortal body, but without any detriment 
to it, endure punishment, by which you 
may deliver out of purgatory, all those 
whose souls you so much pitied, and 
may also, by the sight of your penance, 
and the example of your life, be a means 
of converting to me some who are yet 
alive in the body, and so come again to 
me at last, with a great increase of 
your merits?’ 


“I accepted without hesitation the re- 
turn to life on the conditions proposed, 
and the Lord, congratulating me on the 


promptitude of my obedience, ordered | 


that my body should be restored to me. 
And here, I had an opportunity of ad- 
miring the incredible celerity of the 
blessed spirits; for in that very hour, 
having been placed before the throne 
of God at the first recital of the Agnus 
Dei in the mass which was said for me, 
at the third (recital) my body was re- 
stored.” 


“Cantepratensis then relates that dur- 
ing her second life (on earth) she 
(Christina) walked into burning ovens, 
and though she was so tortured by 
flames that her anguish extorted from 
her the most horrible cries, yet when 
she came out there was not a trace of 
any burning to be detected upon her 
body. Again, during a very hard frost, 
she would go out to the river and place 
herself under the frozen surface of the 
river for more than six days at a time. 
Sometimes she would be carried around 
by a water wheel and, having been 
whirled around in a horrible manner, 
she was as whole in body as if nothing 
had happened to her; not a limb was 
hurt. At other times she would make all 
the dogs in town fall upon her, and 
would run before them like a hunted 
beast; and yet in spite of being torn by 
thorns and brambles, and worried and 
lacerated by dogs to such a degree that 
no part of her body escaped without 
wounds, there was not a weal nor scar 
to be seen.” 


Cardinal Bellarmine then continues 
this story as follows: “Such,” he says, 
“is the narrative of Cantepratensis, 
and that he said nothing but' truth is

evident, not only from the confirma 
tion given to his testimony by the 
Bishop and Cardinal of Vitriaco; but 
because THE THING SPOKE FOR 
ITSELF. It was quite plain that thé 
body must have been endued with@ 
divine virtue which could endure all 
that hers endured without being dat 
aged; and this not for a few days, but 
for forty-two years, during which she 
continued alive after her resurrection 
But still more manifest does this be 
come from the many sinners whom 
she brought to penitence, and from 
the miracles after her death, by whidi 
she was distinguished, for God deté 
mined to stop the mouth of unbe 
lievers.”” 7 
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“Cardinal Bellarmine tells another 
gory to prove that the tortures of pur- 
gitory can last to the end of time— 
gtil the Day of Judgment. He tells 


iow the great Pope Innocent III died 
Bon after the Fourth Lateran Council 


and appeared to a Saint Ludgardis: 


“About this time; Pope Innocent III, 
after having held the Lateran Council, 
departed out of this life, and shortly 
afterwards appeared to Ludgardis. She, 
as soon as she beheld him encircled 
with a vast flame, demanded who he 
“was; and on his answering that he was 
Pope Innocent, exclaimed with a groan, 
‘What can this be? How is it that the 
common father of us all is thus tor- 
mented?’ ‘The reasons of my suffering 
thus,’ he answered, ‘are three in num- 
ber; and they would have consigned me 
to eternal punishments, had I not, 
through the intercession of the most 
pious mother of God, to whom I found- 
ed a monastery, repented, when in ex- 
tremis. As it is, though I am spared 
eternal suffering, yet I shall be tortured 
in the most horrible manner to the day 
of judgment; and that I am now per- 
mitted to come and pray for your suf- 
frages, is a boon, which the mother of 
mercy has obtained for me from her 
Son.’ With these words he disappeared.” 


Cardinal Bellarmine writes that this 
story always filled him with great ter- 
tor. “This instance,” he says, ‘always 
affects me with the greatest terror. For 
if a Pontiff, entitled to so much praise, 
one, who to all human observation 
was not merely a man of integrity and 
prudence, but of eminent, nay, most 
exemplary sanctity—if even he so nar- 
towly escaped hell, and, as it is, must 
suffer the most excruciating torments 
till the day of judgment, what prelate 
is there, who does not tremble?” 


It would take too long to convince 
Catholics and Protestants alike how 
utterly wrong Cardinal Bellarmine is - 
in this pagan teaching. It would take 
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too much space to quote all the won- 
derful promises, clearly written down 
in the Catholic New Testament as well 
as in the Protestant versions, assuring 
us that there is no condemnation after 
death to those who are in Christ Jesus. 
If Cardinal Bellarmine is right, then 
these glorious consoling promises in 
the Word of God are only a great 
deception. But they are there for ev- 
eryone to see and believe for himself. 


In the sense of purgatory as a cleans- 
ing process, there is a gospel purga- 
tory, but one without money and with- 
out price in which everyone may be 
cleansed from his sins. It is not a pur- 
gatorial fire but the purgatorial foun- 
tain of Christ’s blood. To this foun- 
tain all are free to go. It is open for 
everyone to come and be cleansed 
from all sin. It flows from Calvary to 
every spot on earth. 


“Its streams the whole creation reach, 
so plenteous is the store. Enough for 
each, enough for evermore. In this 
fountain all may wash their robes and . 
make them white in this precious blood 
of the Lamb of God.” 


This cleansing fountain makes it sure 
that the souls of believers who have 
died in the Lord are now in heaven. 
They are absent from the body, but 
are present with the Lord — happy, 
peaceful, at rest. 


“Far from a world of grief and sin, 
With God eternally shut in.” 


Would that all Catholic people 
would read and believe these great 
assurances in their own Catholic New 
Testament, and not listen to their 
saints and theologians who deny these 
assurances made doubly sure on the 
Word of God Himself.

1) that the countless dead in the 
flames of Purgatory cannot be helped 
by God Himself; 2) that they are 
“personally helpless,” and can d 
nothing to help themselves; 3) only 
people on earth who can pay a price 
toa priest to offer a sacrifice and 
prayers for these souls can help them, 


This teaching surely has nothing to 
do with the glad tidings of the Chris 
tian gospel which assures us that 
Christ, by His one sacrifice on Calvary, 
saves to the uttermost, and _ that: 
“There is therefore now no condem 
nation to them who are in Chrit 
Jesus.” (Rom. 8:1.) 
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“ALL OTHER GROUND IS 
SINKING SAND” 


oe TASK of bringing Roman 
Catholics to accept the Lord Jesus 
Christ as their complete Saviour is not 
an easy one. Many write us for ad- 
vice. Others come to our headquarters 
for discussion and consultation. Some 
come to try to persuade us, with the 
usual specious arguments, to return to 
the Roman priesthood. 

The great obstacle in the way of 
Roman Catholics arriving at the assur- 
ance of salvation as promised in the 
Scriptures is the overpowering fear of 
the organization of the Roman Cath- 
dlic Church. Having been indoctrinat- 
tdwith the teaching that the“Church” 
is the only and divinely appointed 
channel through which hope of salva- 
tion can come, Roman Catholics can- 
not easily yield in faith and trust to 
the merits of Christ alone.

Yet, what the New Testament 
clearly offers is exactly what these Ro- 
man Catholics are seeking—-salvation 
full and free, with a guarantee of no 
further suffering and condemnation 
for sins after death. But their Church 
denies this is possible. When even the 
Catholic version of the Bible is pre- 
sented to prove it, the priests will say 
that the Bible is merely a “dead 
book;” that the “living Church” is 
the final authority. 

Thus Roman Catholics are fed on 
doctrines that safeguard the power of 
the Church, but which rob them of 
complete assurance of salvation. In 
Father Conway's Question Box (near- 
ly 3,000,000 copies of which have 
been published and distributed) we 
find, on page 61, the following dis- 
torted interpretation of how Christ 
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saves. It says: 


“Christ's Redemption did not at 
once blot out every sin; it merely 
provided the means whereby the re- 
mission of sin was made possible.” 
This means that all Christ did was 

to provide the Roman Catholic Church 
with the means of salvation to be used 
at the will of its priests and hierarchy. 
These priests will tell their people 
that God could never have made sal- 
vation so “simple,” that it cannot be 
had complete, “to the uttermost.” 
Here are some Bible texts that re- 
fute this Catholic teaching of a mere 
half-measure of forgiveness of sins:

Violence Against 
Protestants 


In Bolivia 


IME’ MAGAZINE of last Au- 

gust 22 was surprisingly frank in 
reporting atrocities committed recent- 
ly against Protestants in the mountain 
village of Melcamaya, Bolivia, where 
seven Baptists and their missionary 
leader, Norman Dabbs, were murder- 
ed. It did not hesitate to state that this 
was the “evil fruit” of the teaching of 
Bolivia’s Roman Catholic clergy 
against Protestantism. 

Twenty Canadian Baptist mission- 
aries, Time reported, “have spread 
goods works across the barrens of the 
windswept altiplano.” For the pover- 
ty-stricken Bolivian miners they have 


built schools and hospitals, given out 
free medicine, and taught their con- 
verts to speak Spanish and English. 
But the Roman Catholic clergy resent 
this help and teach the Indian miners 


that Protestants are “messengers of 
the devil.” They warn educated Bo- 
livians that American Protestant mis- 
sionaries are the “advance agents of 
Yankee imperialism.” 


Time relates the murder of the Bap- 
tist missionary Norman Dabbs and 
seven of his flock as follows: 


“In a convert’s home in the mountain 
village of Melcamaya, Baptist Mission- 
ary Norman Dabbs was holding a Bible 
class. When 300 drunken Indians be- 
gan to stone the house, Dabbs and 40 
terrified converts tried to escape in a 
truck. The Indians cut across a dry 
river bed, intercepted the truck, laid 
about with sticks and stones. When 
they had finished, Norman Dabbs and 
seven Bolivian Baptists lay dead.”

Protestants have been more than 
generous in giving support and sym- 
pathy to the Catholic Church because 
of the action of Communist govern- 
ments against its higher clergy in 
Catholic countries behind the Iron 
Curtain, although the Catholic peo- 
ple there are not deprived of freedom 
of worship.

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THE POPE AND 
LABOR UNIONS 


S PEAKING by radio last September 
4, to the National Congress of 
German Catholics at Bochum, Pope 
Pius XII described the existence of la- 
bor unions as a kind of necessary evil, 
that they are necessary because of ‘‘de- 
fects of the economic system until 
now existing and, above all, to the 
lack of Christian 

mentality.” He de- 

clared that it was 

the aim of the Ro- 

man Catholic 

Church to bring it 


about so that “the 


apparent contta- 
dictions between 
capital and labor 
~ should be transformed into a superior 
unity, that is, into that organic co- 
operation of the two parts, wanted by 
nature itself.” 

The real meaning behind such pa- 
pal utterances is never easy to get 
from the wording of the official texts. 
In this instance the ‘plain English’ of 
the above pronouncement was report-

This product 
he definitely declares to be “an ex- 
tact of boiled meat.” 

Other reputable theologians disa- 
gree, however, and declare that gela- 
tin is not made from the flesh of ani- 
mals, but from their “bone, cartilage, 
ad white fibrous tissue.” 

What then are the Roman Catholic 
people to do, since their theologians 
q@nmnot agree whether or not it is a 
mortal sin to eat gelatin on Fridays? 
They can fall back on the theological 
principle that, “Where there is doubt 
there is liberty.” And so, while their 
theologians continue to fight over the 
matter, the people may eat gelatin on 
Fridays with a good conscience. 


SOME CATHOLIC FACTS 

SGR. L. G. LIGUTTI, executive 

secretary of the National Catho- 
lic Rural Life Conference, revealed 
some interesting facts about the con- 
dition of religion in South America 
and Catholic rural life in the United 
States at a Rural Life Institute for 
seminarians at Burlington, Vt., during 
the last week of August. 

Recently returned from a 10-week 
visit to South America, Msgr. Ligutti 
admitted, according to theN. Y. 
Times of August 29, that the status 
of religion in Brazil is “terrible.” The 
Catholic population of Brazil is 40,- 
000,000, he declared, and noted that 
there were only 6,000 priests in the 
entire country, and only half of these 
6,000 priests are native-born Brazil- 
fans.

Msgr. Ligutti severely criticized the 
large Roman Catholic parishes in the 
large cities of the United States. He 
called them “efficiently-run sacramen- 
tal filling stations,” with a “total lack 
of social unity.” He estimated that 
“perhaps 60 per cent of the Roman 
Catholics in New York City miss mass 
on Sunday mornings.” 

Up till now, the power of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church in the United 
States has been concentrated in the 
cities. Msgr. Ligutti heads the move- 
ment, founded in 1922, to colonize 
rural America with Roman Catholics. 
It is realized that the plan to “Make 
America Catholic” will never succeed 
as long as Roman Catholics constitute 
such a very small proportion of the 
population of the vast rural world of 
America. 
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PROTESTANTS NOT FREE 
IN ITALY 


ete recently coming in from 
Italy indicate increasing hostility 
against Protestants there. 


A dispatch from Rome to the Chi- 
cago Daily Tribune of last Aug. 4, 
tells of the arrest of a 30-year-old Bap- 
tist pastor while conducting services 
at San Gregorio Magno, 50 miles 
southeast of Salerno. The Protestant 
pastor, Guiseppe Gasbarro, was re- 
leased a week later upon the condition 
“that he would not resume his relig- 
ious activities.” Baptist authorities 
protested this condition, and Gasbarro 
was then freed unconditionally, ac- 
cording to this report. 


Also in the July 5 issue of Firm 
Foundation, a report from Missionary 
Cline R. Paden in Monte Compatri in 
Italy tells of violent interference in 
Protestant meetings. In order to hold 
an open-air meeting in the city, per- 
mission had to be obtained both from 
the local police and from the Pre- 
fect’s office in Rome. 


When word got around that the 
Protestant open-air meeting was to be 
conducted, the Catholics started to 
hold a procession, carrying their Ma- 
donna and other statues through the 
streets. The men and women carried 
bricks and stones, and some of the 
men carried long knives. According to 
the report, the priests of the city ex- 
cited the people against. the Protes- 
tants. The report adds: “When the 
priests told them that they would give 
them the special blessings of St. An- 
tonio if they would do away with the 
Protestants, they went wild.” Stones 
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were thrown and many Protestanh 
were hurt. A bomb was exploded ang 
a 13-year-old boy was severely ig 
jured. 


There is great confusion with m 
gard to freedom of religion for Prg 
estants in Italy. This comes from ¢ 
fact that the agreement between the 
Pope and Mussolini, made in 1929 
still remains in force. The Baptist pag 
tor above was arrested under a Fascist 
law based upon that Vatican agree 
ment with Mussolini, although the 
new republican regime now in Italy 
guarantees religious freedom to all.

“In cases of di- 
rect contradiction, making it impossi- 
ble for both jurisdictions to be exer- 
cised,” says the Catholic Encyclopedia,

Pope Leo 
XII, in his encyclical Humanum Ge- 
nus (against Freemasonry), lists and 
condemns all the principles of the 
new democratic freedoms. 
Fear was had for the loss of the 
power of both “Throne and Altar.” 
Protestants and Masons were then re- 
, garded as the great enemies of the 
pnemunism Catholic Church, since their principles 
of the new freedoms in Church and 
State threatened to undermine the 
structure of Roman Catholic power, 
as well as the power of the monar- 
chies. The Jesuits strove hard and 
used every means to push back this 
tide of Protestantism and democratic 
freedoms. They ‘were aided by the pa- 
pal encyclicals mentioned above, 
By L. H. LEHMANN which condemned Protestantism and 
Masonty as the work of the devil. But 
expedient compromises were found 
which enabled the Roman Catholic 
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Church to continue to exist, and even 
flourish, in Protestant, democratic 
countries. It succeeded best in the 
United States, where it was placed on 
an equal footing with other religions, 
and although it resented this mere 
equality with others, it was necessary 
to accept it for the time being, so as 
to enjoy the freedom and liberty that 
went with it. 

This expedient compromise with 
the new order of democratic freedoms 
was shrewdly expounded by Pope Leo 
XIII. Although he called it “a grave 
injustice’ to the Roman Catholic 


Church to place it on the same level 
with heretical sects, he added: “If the 
Church declares that the various kinds 
of worship should not have the same 
rights as the true religion, she does 
not thereby condemn those rulers who, 
in order to secure some great good, 


or to avert Some evil, permit each cult 
to exist.” 


Now has come the deluge—the in- 
vasion of Eastern Europe by Commun- 
ism, which has engulfed a block of 
nations containing a total population 
of more than thirty-five million Ro- 
man Catholics. In Italy itself, outside 
the Iron Curtain, more than two mil- 
lion are Communist party members, 
and in the free elections there in 
April, 1948, more than one-third of 
the electorate voted pro-Communist.

ESSENTIAL FEATURES OF 
CATHOLICISM 


Roman Catholicism had the twelve 
essential features of Communist or- 
ganization listed above long before 
Marx and Lenin appeared on the 
scene: ;

Prof. D. A. Binchy, in his book, 
Church and State in Italy (p. 236),

2. Its teaching is imposed by dogmatic 

decrees which cannot be changed or 

modified, and which are binding on all 
under pain of eternal damnation. 

After a pope infallibly pronounces 
a point of dogmatic teaching, it be- 
comes’ fixed and irrevocable as a part 
of the eternal truth of God. The Cath- 
olic people have no voice in estab- 
lishing such teaching. As Hilaire Bel- 
loc, authoritative British Catholic 
spokesman, puts it (The Contrast, p. 
160): “For the Catholic, it is not he 
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himself, it is the Church which alone 
can discover, decide and affirm.”

OF ieachings of the church. He is not jus- 
tified by grace; for with the aid of the 
-e , he must work his own way to 
OFF heaven. Nor is he justified freely; for 
he must pay a price in money and 
works for all the benefits he re- 

ceives. And in the end he must pay the 

"B balance of the debt he owes to God in 
| purgatory. He is told that this balance 
of purgatorial debt can be diminished 
by giving a priest stipends to offer 
masses for his suffering soul in purga- 
tory. But this teaching removes the 
Roman Catholic from the knowledge 
of the great atoning work of Christ 
in its all-sufficiency. It fosters the nat- 
ural spirit of self-righteousness which 
clings to a salvation obtainable by 
works. Finally it exalts and enhances 
the power of the priesthood through 
whose hands alone the benefits of such 

a justification can flow to the people. 


I rejoice that I have now come to 
the knowledge of Jesus Christ as my 
perfect Saviour. I also rejoice because 
of the opportunities now afforded me 
to preach that full and free salvation 
by Christ alone.

Leakage In Peter's Barque 


W E READ a lot in newspapers and 
elsewhere of the large number of 


Protestants who become Roman Catholics. 
Seldom do we read or hear of the vast 
number of Roman Catholics who break 
with their Church. This leakage is very 
great, but does not show up in statistics of 
Roman Catholic Church membership. 


There is one Roman Catholic priest who 
has made it his life’s work to examine and 
analyze this leakage in his own parish. He 
is Father Thomas F. Coakley, pastor of 
Sacred Heart Church in Pittsburgh, Pa. In 
the April, 1949, issue of the Catholic Mag- 
azine Information, Father Coakley has an 
article entitled “Leakage in Peter's 
Barque.” He opens his article as follows: 

“In our concern for converts, we some- 

times forget that Catholics are slipping 

out the back door faster than God per- 
mits us to bring in new candidates by 
the front door.” 

The latest issue of the official Catholic 
Directory claims more than 26,000,000 Ro- 
man Catholics in the United States. But 
this figure includes not only infants’ who 
cannot speak .for themselves, but also all 
those baptized Roman Catholics and who 
have fallen away from the practice of the 
Roman Catholic religion. It was once ad- 
mitted that in the Roman Catholic diocese 
of Brooklyn, N. Y.,. there were at least 
a quarter of a million so-called Roman 
Catholics who never put a- foot into a 
church. 


The Jesuit Magazine America once ad- 
mitted that the Roman Catholic Church in 
America had lost a potential 60,000,000 
members in the past 150 years—through

school education, and the social influences 
of Protestant communities. 

If it is true, as Father Coakley says in 
this article, that “Catholics are slipping out 
the back door faster than God permits 
us to bring in new candidates by the front 
door,” then it is difficult to see how there 
can be any increase in Catholic Church 
membership in the United States.
